DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 

London, Aug. 8.— TLere •was an ani- 
mated debate iu tiia House of Com- 
mous last night on tlio Bulgarian atro- 
cities. The "Times" says once uioro 
the massacrea iu Bulgaria have occu- 
pil|d^lii^,attenii6a of the House of 
j^omoas.' In a few days mombera 
vUI Save separated; but for this we 
S^BV'' expect 11 scries of debates iu 
comparison with which that of last 
uight would be fveiitlo and subdued in 
tone, for there cau bo Uttlo doubt wo 
are On' blie' verge of a revolution sur- 
passing anything imaginable if civiliz- 
ed men could have received the bar- 
barities of tho Tartar conquororH. The 
wild and senseless destruction of hu- 
luftu life which modern studente of 
history have been disposed to look on 
as fabulous, fiud a parallel iu the deeds 
perpetrated witbiu tho past few weeks, 
at a few day's journoy from our shores. 
Iu our own ago, we luust turn to Ash" 
ttutee or Dahomey for anything similar 
ito(Uie ghastly Bpeotacle ^jresented by a 
Turkish Province. According to tes- 
timony of which there cau be no rea- 
sonable doubt, tlio helpless inhabi- 
tants of the district about Tartar Ba- 
zardji and Phillipoli, men, women and 
childrcu have been slaughtered by 
thousands, and their towns and Til-, 
lages utterly destroyed. It seems 
likelj/ that .those whom tmuian creduli- 
ty,' hSiJIed' to suppose that accounts 
wei-e exaggeratod, will have to aban- 
don that supposition. Tho testimony 
of eye witnesses p"d the admission of 
members of : the. Turkish embassy, 
charged with the investigation of those 
massacres, gave reason to believe there 
bsB been nothing less than a general 
massacre of tho population against 
which the Turkish government lets 
loose its bands. Furthermore, there 
^s t^a'stiropge^t evidence that thoao 
ifttrocitils nave not been the work, 
.■wholly or principally, of Circassian 
settlers, but of iMigliah irregulars, 
comu-anded by duly appointed otHcers 
sent into the couaLry expressly to 
strike terror into tho population, and 
JirhAt passed in the House of Commons 
Ca^wfl'the astonishment and horror 
these deeds have aroused. George 
Anderson introduced the subject and 
one member after another rose to ex- 
jiress Lis indignation and to protest 
against the attitude of indifference on 
"the part of the British government, and 
still more against the tone of apology 
which had been dclei'.tcdin tho ofiiciid 
conimuiiicatio.iH. (Jno under secretary 
of the Foreign Department assured the 
House that th$ Premier was not 4^s- 
posed toireal the subject with levity, 
Dut, on the contrary, would give it 
his anxious consideration. It was in- 
cumbent on him not to say a word 
witl'OuL tho grcatcHt circumspGction 
until he had ascertained the exact 
truth; but if the atrocities turned out 
to be true, no man would more sternly 
vindicate the cause of humanity. Then 
tho old plea of exaggoratioQ was put 
once more, and newspajrer correspon- 
dents wore taken to tank as persons 
"satisfied with a very small amount of 
evidence, and who took a great deal 
bf their information at second hand. 
We may venture to suggest to official 
speakers that, with respect to this 
business, tho time is pust when tliifl 
stylo of apology will have any eft'ect. 

Burke road a dispatch for Baring, 
ono of the secretaries to tho British 
Legation at Constantinople, dated 
July 2'2d, at tho outset of tho inquiry, 
iu which ho cstinuitos tho number of 
victims: "I have viaiteil the village 
and I hardly diuc Kpoak," says Mr, 
Baring. "But luy present oj)inion, 
which I trust hereafter to be al)lo to 
modify, is 'tfiat/ibout 12.000 li ulgar- 
ians have perished." Wo shall see 
shortly in what direcition Baring's 
opinion will bo modiiiod, but wo fear 
that if with the imprcsHions proviilont 
at the Embassy it should bo auticipat- 
■'id that the killed amount to 12,000, 
, tboy a;o likely to surpass very much 
TE&at number. 

Corcorning Buike's dofonse of Dis- 
raeli and Sir Henry ]:niiolt, British 
ambassador at Constantinople, \yo de- 
sire to speak with duo respect for their 
official obligations; but when tho 
Under Secretary takes it upon himself

House, we must beg leave to tell him 
that his tone is a little too confident. 
It is time that the government should 
be made aware that the^ iBP%k'^95''i^^ 
part of Ebglandts-^odletf ^HSf^^ply 
pained by. the trivolityiof thWiriinistcr's 
dpeeoh, aa well na hy bis Gvideat de- 
sire to diminish, to excuse, what had 
hsppennod. If these massacres boar 
any proportion to statements' which 
have been made aHd which eeem like- 
ly to be confirmed, the ambassador's 
failure to give information concerning 
them, will require some explanations. 
It is inconceivable that au ambassador 
should not have been able to obtain 
information of an evenC nt a few 
hours' distance from Constantinople, 
and of which numbers of people at 
that capital had more or loss know- 
ledge. Yet two mouths after the oc- 
currence we find hjm writing in a stylo 
whioh>might make jaky one in Eng- 
land believe that there were serious 
doubts as to the character and pro- 
portion of tho aflair. When tho in- 
quiry, which we are happy to know is 
now being prosecuted by official in- 
vestigation, hascometo a conclusion, 
we shall hSiiftUie to^udgaimiether Sir 
Henry Emolfs diSpaiBlS^nv&y any- 
thing like a fair indication of the 
events which [have occurred. On 
this point Lord Hastington spoke 
frankly hnd freely last night. "It 
seems a remarkable thing," ho says, 
"that altl^ougb there;' has ^ |>een a 
slaughter of tni's descnpt'ioh, whether 
in cold blood or not, iu one of the 
towns of Turkey, no intelligence of 
these occurrences should, apparently, 
from these dispatches, have reached 
Sir Henry Elliott. I cannot but think 
if the right honorable gentleman at 
the head of the government had been 
in the possession of the information 
which ought to have reached him, he 
would not have treated the first 
question put to this House in the man- 
ner he did." The opuntxy will agree 
in these opinions '^'and be;' anxious to 
know how sncb ignotanbe was' possi- 
ble.

The Fetfiral Tie in Wfir. 

There is no doubt that tho first oxpori- 
ment pf a oonfederaoy proved to ho nn- 
■uoffesaful^.ia tke United Statoa. The 
fedetii Uo proyedtobeweak in war aa 
■well as in poaoo, consequently, vbeu 
pressed by numorous evils, tho pooplo re- 
solved to substitute a constitution for the 
ooiifoderaoy. It was tho pooplo, we may 
Lore observe, (not tho Statoa) in conven- 
tion, who authorized delegates to form 
that constitution, and adopted it "W^en' 
frunied. Looking back t'o' the"period ot, 
about a dozen yearp befQt^- 1788 (when 
tho present constitution was ratified) ,an4 
regarding that period • ip^ ' th«'' apirit of 
^hoie who do' not regret tie. general result 
of ihe whole ooniEot' betwee^'lBritain and 
Ameriaa, three ponoluaions seem to ua to 
ha irresistible. Pittt, that the Congress 
ftnd tbe States were so incapable that no- 
tbiug saved thorn but tho groat military 
and moral qualities of Washington. 
Secondly, that ovon ho could not havo 
saved them, if tho British ooramandors 
had possessed ordinary skill. Thirdly, 
tbat neither Washington's merits, nor the 
British dements would have enabled the 
United States to win, had France remain- 
ed neutral, or hftd England been willing 
to oontintie the war longer, as without 
any great exhaustion of her resources 
England, nnquestioni^jly, could have 
done. The federal tie proved weak in 
war in the following waj. Speaking 
generally Congresa acted not on individ- 
uals but on States. It could require sup- 
plipB of men aud money from tho members 
of the Union, but it was forced to leave 
to the looal legislatures the task of rais- 
ing thorn. If thoy chose to enlist their 
men only for a year, or even lor a loss 
period; if thoy negleoted to pay or to 
olotUe, or to arm them ;if,tt»ey raised their 
Bupplies of money by issuing paper with- 
oat providing tor its oonverfibility or 
limiting its amonnt,or if, as was frequent- 
ly tbe oase.the States neglected altogether 
to comply with tbe requisitions of the 
central authority, that authority was 
powerless. The defaulting state was sov- 
ereign. It hod committed a broach of 
treaty for which the remedy was war, bu

diate ruin to tho whole confederacy. Sev- 
eral circumstances of the late war be- 
tween the North and South, snggssj that 
though strengthened in many partionlars 
the origin^ weakness of the federal tie 
still underlies all warlike action on the 
part of the Pnit^d Bfates.. Let ns show 
our jteaders on Ihe authority of Washing- 
toiihimBetf.'hoV weak the federal tie 
proved to be .in, the Eevolutionary war. 
No Englishman can bo indifferent to tho 
trials, the defeats and Buccessea of this 
groat man. In his letter to Congres.s in 
Aug. 1780, ho condenses tho history of 
the first five years of the war. He relates 
that nothing bat tho infatuation of tho 
British saved him when ho had to cross 
the Delaware in 1T7G with a handful of 
men, and that during the bucceoding win- 
tor, his forces wore liable to havo been 
Bcattored at every moment, if the British 
had only marched against them- He had 
to fight Brandywine with an unequal 
hamber of raw troops, aid'trf see the vio- 
torioua enemy enter Philadelphia. New 
York was left in charge of a handful of men 
In 1780 ho says he was BO weak as to ba 
insulted by 5000 men aud could not pro- 
tect his baggage and magazines. During 
the gre ator pai t of tho war, in short, ho was 
indebted for safety to tho inactivity of tho 
British. Thef>e are Wasbingtou'i) public 
Btfltements. Ilin privftto eorrespondonco 
paints in still darker colours tho oondi- 
tions under which tho campaigns -wore 
fought. Ho describes tho causes, namely, 
tho weakness of Congress and the miscon- 
. duct of the Statea, in not agreeing to some 
plan of forming a regular army instead of 
militia, badly oflacered and ill-disciplined, 
fluctuating by frequent desertions, by go- 
ing home in ft mass when their time of 
service was up, or staying from ilay to 
• day only by solicitation. It appcnr.s that 
his army was -within four days of disband- 

■' ing wboQ ho crossed tho river at Trenton, 
whioh turned out successfully though from 
a miliUry point of viow tho operation was 
flo wild as to bo justilied only by dire no- 
ccHsity. IIo tolls UH tliat ridiculous and 
incoiirtistont orders were given by tho ox- 
ooutivQ powers in some of the States, as 
if to harass tho troops were. th& end in 
view. Speaking pf the American army in 
the field, ho tells that at 6ne time the only 
profp,Bpt^.f ere to starve, dissolve or dis- 
perse. Three or four days of bad weather, 
he fujd, woSld cftstroy tho army, so many 
being half-naked, and without shoes or 
blankots,officorB wore ultorly discouraged, 
200 or 300 of thorn resigning in months. 
In 1780 Washington himsolf had "almost 
ceased to hope." Ho B.ays, "tboro must 
bo peace, or the most vigorous aid of our 
■llios." In 1781 ho says "wo are at tbe 
end of our totlior. Without foreign aid 
tho army cannot bo kept together.'*- f It 
was fouud almost irnpossiblB to oontinue 
tho waf oW^Dg to t^8 non-compliance of 
tho States with requisitions for men and 
^■frtipplies, and Wasliirffttbn ' expressed » 

.''•.'strong opinion that il the States did not 
nore tea;(lUy<'pw»ply fttfd act, tlio noonor 
il^Pidph^'^f'^*^^ terms with Britain 
' fbtf'Wtwii'i The longer a feeble and in- 
*ffBOta»l tfar w»B oontintted, the greater 



would be the distress of the colonists in 
the hour of sabmission. Oar readers 
know tho rest. Tbe war became unpopu- 
lar in England; tho IIouso of Commons 
ad dressed the Crown in February 1782 
against the continuance of hostilities; 
Lord North resigned and the preliminar- 
ies of poaoo were signed in November, 
1782. We will show iu another article 
how the federal tie answered in time of 
peace. It was as weak iu peace as in war.

Wo iiuito agree 
with our coutoiupcinry that the remarks 
in its issueof yesterday abusing ua for ox- 
j©.-,eroisiDg our own disurotiou iu the publi- 
oation of an article relative to the rooop- 
fibn'6f Lord DulTerin are very contompt- 
iblel But to remove any false impression 
wbicii those remarks may have caused on 
the public mind we may state that the 
dooumont in questiou was handed to ua 
for publication in the usual manuor. It 
was a dooumeut which was roughly print- 
ed in the afternoon and takim by the sub- 
oommittee on processions to Esquimalt 
for the consideration of the Esquimalt 
committee, which eonuuittoo made oou- 
piderablo iiltei ations in it. Had the rough 
draft been delivered by ii.s to the StuncUird 
when demanded it would have ajipearod 
iu that journal in au imperfect and incor- 
rect condition and would have misled the 
public. The correct proof as approved 
oy the Esquimalt committee did not reach 
town until midnight, and the sub-corn- 

rmittee found our olKco open and the 
Standard ollioo closed. The sub-corn 
mittee aloue hud luithoi ity with respect to 
the publication of the pnigramiuo. The 
name of the Chairman of the (ieneral Com. 
is not attached to the programme, nor was 
it by bis autbority that it reached us, 
consequently a mere demand on his part 
for possession of it, even if mi^de in an ap- 
propriate manner, could not have been 
recognized by iis. If the -'Chairman of 
the General Committee" is desirous of 
placing the valuable iu for motion bo fre- 
({uontly to be found iu our columns at the 
disposal of the Standard before the pub- 
lic nave received the beneiit of our jour- 
nalistic energy we must very res^eotfally 
decline to humor so modest a desire. 

P.viN'Furj ArciDENT. — A gun accident of 
a very painful c!iaraot(u- too'c place near 
r. Parson's Bridge on Thursday afternoon 
^ by which Mr. Kenneth ^^cKe□zio was 
severely shot in the breast and about the 
arms and body . It appears that ho was 
in company with another gentleman 
who lost sight of him for a few 
minutes, and that a bird sudden- 
ly rising between him and his friend re- 
sulted in the discharge of the latters gun 
with tho effect mentioned. Mr. Macken- 
zie, who sufTered a groat deal from bis 
^~ l,^Oanda, was at once convoyed to tho Na- 
val ftospital, Esquimalt, where he re- 
ceived niiidical treatment and from last 
accounts was doing as well as can under 
tho circumstanees bo expected. The 
geutlomau who was so unt'ortunato as to 
bo tho cause of tlio ac-cideut of courae 
feels very much distressed. 

The Taluot CoAn, Mine.— Tho tunnol- 
ers in the Talbot mine at Seattle have not 
yet struck coal as they had anticipated. 
Tho tunnel is advancing at the rate of 
three shifts a day, eight feet to tho shift. 
It is still uncertain how long it will be

Thomas Ak«d, an employee of tho 
Northern Paoiflo Railroad Company, was 
injured by a blast, last Tuasday, noar 
Corral's Station, from the effects of which 
he died, on tho suooeeding Ho was 

standing on a platform' oat,"near the sceno 
of tho accident, but at what was consider- 
ed a safe di;;tauco, when a fragment of 
rock weighing several pounds struck him 
in the sido and knocked him down in a 
senseless condition. Ho wau an English- 
man by birth and had been in the service 
of the oompany ieTerftl years. 

A man named MoOormiok, while he and 
his wife were drunk, at Astoria, last Sun- 
day, got info a quarrel and he was stiib- 
bed'aiid killed. She is in jail, av/aiting 
an examination. On tho evening of tho 
fiamo day, while a Miss Mary Kogers was 
on her way to church with a young gentle- 
man, a fellow named Mattison oamo up 
behind tbom, shot her in the back and 
tbeu shot himself. He says that ho in- 
tended to kill her as well as himself. She 
was not acquainted with him, but he had 
received a number of anonymous letters, 
to which she paid no attention, and which 
are supposed to have come from him.' 
Tho outrageous attempt to kill her, ex- 
cited the deepest indignation in Astoria. 

Tho Oliver Woloott has not yet succeed- 
ed iu gutting upon the Tacoma gridiron, 
notwitiistauding a number of efforts made 
during tho week p.ast, and she is still 
thoro continuing the attempt. She only 
lacked about two inchesouo time a month 
ago, and to overcome that diflioulty the 
piles were driven in eight iuohes deeper, 
but so far without avail. 

During the month of June, 16 vessels 
were cleared from Sidney and Ne-troostlo, 
N. S. W., for San Francisco with oargoes 
of coal aggregating the large total of 23,- 
000 tons. 

The TniUD Commissio.veu. — The organ 
of personality and abuse is again harping 
on the reported determination of tho Do- 
minion and Looal Governments to otlor 
Mr. Gilbert Malcolm Sproat tho third 
commissionership in connection with tho 
award of Indian lands. We have already 
stated that Mr. Sproat did not seek tho 
appointment. The ciroumstanco there- 
fore that both Governments have appar- 
ently seen the wisdom of offering it to 
that gentleman is conclusive evidence 
that his qualifications for tho position iiro 
conspiouous although not diacovorod by 
t\\B Standard, Mr. Sproat is notawriter- 
uj) or writer-down of either tho Elliott or 
Alackenzio OovornineutB, so oonseinioutly 
th« accusation of tho Standard that ho is, 
is merely an absurd fabrication of our 
contemporary. It has already been sug- 
gested that the Standard should mention 
the names of those "scores" of gentlemen 
more entitled to the appointmont than 
Mr, Sproat, but ai yet the suggestion has 
not been act«d on. Why does not tho 
Standard trot out its candidate? Tho pro- 
position that the present Chief Commis- 
sioner should fill the position in ipiestion 
and attend to the duties of the Lands and 
Works Department in addition is alto- 
gother too absurd to merit discussion 
Tho duties of a Chief Commissioner of 
Lauds and Works in this Province are 
already well known to be suflieiently 
onerous. 

City Polick Court. — A man named 
William Johnson was charged yesterday 
at the Police Court with obtaining money 
under false pretenses. The evidence ad- 
duced showed that ho had signed articles 
to ship on an outward bound vessel nnd 
had obtained an "advance" of a certain 
sum of money from a saloon keeper in 
town, but subsequently left his benefac- 
tor in the lurch. The Court ruled that 
he bo handed over to the Captain of tho 
ship and that the costs of arroat, etc., be 
dednoted from hia wages. 

PitOBABriiiTiiis. — It is probable that H. 
M. S. Amethyst with tho vice-regal party 
on board left San Francisco yesterday 
morning, but as the telegraphic wires are 
again prostrated, no delinito information 
as to th^ir departure has been received; 
if, however, they left yesterday morning 
and the vessel has favorable weather the 
party should arrive at Esquimalt on Mon- 
day evening or early on Tuesday morn- 
ing. The steamship City of Panama 
should arrive ahead of the Amethyst and 
may ba expected on Monday morning. 

— The Standard 
has made an unfortunate man die from 
"aneurism of tho a Women." This is the 
worst yot.

domen, neverl

Mr. Sproat made a 
spoech to tho boys in which he said that 
tho British flag which was now entriiHtud 
to thom waved over at least one-fourth of 
tho human race.

Pabllo IMCeetine' 

A public meeting was held last 
night i',t tho Philharmonio Hall, co^n- 
venoJ by the Mayor at the,-;-i;equeflt 'of 
Homo 07 citizens, to take into considera- 
tion whnt steps should be taken to bring 
proniinontly heforu liord Uuireriu the 
gi ievancos existing between this Provinoo 
and Caiuida resulting from the non-fulfil- 
ment of tho Carnarvon terms. 

The Chair was occupied by His Wor- 
ship tho Mayor, and the followittgi gen- 
tlemen wei-o also accommodated with seats 
ou tho plattorm: — Messrs. Duck, J. P. 
Davios, M. W. T. Drake, Dr. Tolmie, 
Boaven, Douglas, Fell, McLean, Ash, 
HumidircTs, A. J. Langloy, Eli. Harri- 
son, Sr., IMc li. Smith, 9. Gowen, " J'. W. 
Williams, Wm. Dulby. , 

Mr. J. P. Davies oAlled upon ' those 
present to bo truo to themselves and their 
own interests, to show that they were do- 
toriniiied to gut their rights nnd ho hoped 
that they would got them. He then pro- 
ceeded to dilate on the immoDso adrau- 
tagoa which -would be deri/od by tho 
construction of the railway, but ho re- 
gretted to state that, with the exception 
of the importatibn of a lot of iron which 
hiid now becoiuo rusty, not the first eCfort 
at coustriiotiou had been made by tho I)o- 
mimou Govorumout. After a sorioa of 
aoousfktioDa against tho press ho exhorted 
his hearers to demand a fulfilment of tho 
Carnarvon terms or sepaiation from Cana- 
da. Ho hud pleasure therefore in moving 
tho following res(dution: 

"That this lueeting is of opinion that an 
adurea.^ Hlinuldbo pn^sented to His Excel- 
lency tho ( loveruor-General, expressive of 
the dissiitisfacliou felt at th(! treatment 
liritisli Columbia has received from Can- 
ada and pointing out to Hia Excellency 
that the separation of this Province from 
tho coufederation with compensation for 
losses will be the inevitable result of tho 
failure by Canada to carry ont her obli- 
gations." 

Mr. Beavon seconded the resolution and 
stated that in a great meusure it embodied 
the views ho had tried to secure by legis- 
lation before the close of the last eession. 
He thought the people would be dis- 
honest to tliomsolvea mid to Lord Dnft'er- 
ia if they allowed him to retire from this 
Province without having been placed in 
possession of a just expression of their 
views. If they remained silent, their 
silence would be au admission that they 
were satisfied with the conduct of the 
Dominion Government to"ward8 this Pro- 
vince. He took it that they were far 
from lieiug satisfied and would accupt 
nothing tiiforiorto the Carnarvon Terms, 
or as au iilternativo -separation with com- 
peui-atiori from C.-mada. Ho believed that 
the reply to British Columbia's memor- 
ial to the Home Government would be in 
a great measure framed by the impression 
of afl'airs here carried aivay by Lord Duf- 
ferin. Tho sjieaker, having coDdomiied 
the action of the representatives of tho 
Province at Ottawa, resumed his seat 
after an attack on other i)roniinent men 
of the city, with an entreaty that the 
peopio of the Province would bo unani- 
mous and determined in their action. 

Mr. Bull, who was loudly called for, 
oxpressod a hope that the matter now be- 
fore the mooting would bo more fully 
tliscussod tli.in it had boon by tho mover 
and secoador of tho resolution. He was 
glad tho people had come to their senses 
and hail resolved to do good battle, and 
that a public meeting had been adopted 
as the best mean^ of ventilating the mat- 
ter. He hoped, also, that the broad 
intellect and eipanaivo views of Lord 
DulTerin would readily allow of his per- 
ceiving that this Province bus been bad- 
ly used l)v Cainula ( applause) , and induce 
him to submit that justice bo done us. 
(Cheers.) 

The question was then put and carried 
nnanimously. 

Mr. Drake', with a few introductory re- 
marks, thon read the adclress to bo pre- 
sented to the (joi-enior-Genera[ and sub- 
mitted It for the eiuiorsemant of tho 
meeting. 

The address consists sf several clauses 
which follow up the course pursued by the 
Dominion Government towards this Pro- 
vince "sinco Confederation, and trace tho 
action of the Proviuca in the various 
stages of the nou-f ultilment of the Terms 
of Union. It also nets forth the losses 
which have Itoen caused to the people of 
the Province by the nou oonstructioQ of 
the railway and tho non-observation of 
the Carnarvon a>rard, . and after, placing 
the entire case before Lord Dufferin in 
respectful l):it (irm laiik'uage, the adilress 
closes with the statoment tliat the u'Unia- 
Itun of the Province is a request to Her 
Gracious Mij(!.-ity, through his Lordship, 
to be permitted to seoodo from tho Do- 
minion uulaes the Carnarvon Terms be 
carried out in their integrity. 

The address was received with applauao, 
nnd Mr. Drnko then want on to express a 
belief that tho desire for separation from 
tlanada had heeiiino very wid(.'spread, and 
he was auvi'. the ;e hi re-is si 't forlli the opin- 
ion of a vast majority of th',> people of this 
tho capital city, and would be recognized 
as such by Lord Dufferin. Claiming tho 
attention of the meeting he (INIr. Drake) 
gave an ehnpieiit r.-siim,^ of tho terms of 
Union and llie iielueements which hail 
been offered to se'curo t^onfederatiou. He 
then alluded to tho freiiuent disappoiut- 
mouta of tho Province and asked that the 
Carnarvon terms and nothing but that 
settlement be accepted. If Uanada will 
not fulfil tho Carnarvon terms ho would 
ask thoin to say "L"t us go." (Canada had 
he inai iituiiii'il stated through her public 
men timt shi; is tired of us and tho peopio 
here in tui-n. sick of broken promises and 
plighted faith, rdiould take the hint and 
go unless tho Carnarvon terms be strictly 
carried. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Fell followed tho last speaker and 
reiterated many of his eloquent remarks, 
lie held that the idea of being silent on 
political questions during Lord Dufferin's 
visit hero was erroneous and that the peo- 
ple should a]jproacli him as honest men 
and lay before His Ijordship a statement 
of how they feel ami exactly what they 
want. Ho folt sure the.t the Dominion 
Government ne'V(>r inhmiled to carry out 
tho Carnarvon terms wlieu they aucoptoil 
them, Their conduct in accepting thom 
was-cmly intended to gain mora time, and 
ho regretted that tlu^y lacked tho intelli- 
gonoo to grapjde with so important a na- 
tional duty. He hoped that if tho "noo- 
dles" at the head of Dominion affairs did 
not intend or had not sulhcient brains to 
rule tho destiny of tin; c(niutry in a pro- 
Ijer miiimor thoy would step aside and 
make room for bettor men. Hp bfid con- 
fdencu iu Lord Dufferin as a g'ontloman 
and and a statesman, and he hoped that 
British Columbia would bo true to her- 
self. (ChoorH.) 11,1 ihorefore had much 
pleasure in seconding tho resolution. 

Mr. i'Milhy hoped that before a stop iu 
tho dirootion of aecoasion wp^-o taken tho 
nwttar would be weJIJ.^jjpn^^d^refl, js ,;t 



was a most important one. Tho question 
was very serious and it would bo advisa- 
ble to think over tho matter before eUb'o> 
dying the determination to seqede in an 
address^ t9-{iQrd Duffe^in^ It .j^as unwiBo 
to resolve on' sucli— (Cries of not no I and 
gronoa which coutinuod unabatod till the 
speaker retired) . 

Tho questiou was thon put and the re- 
solution oarriod. 

Mr. Humphreys apjirovcd of tho course 
pursued by tho mooting and thought it 
would be endorsed by fully 80 per cent, 
of tho peopio of the Province (hear, hear) . 
Tlio railway' clauso was, of course, tho 
main inducement for Confederution and 
it had persuaded him amongst many 
others to vote f(n- Confeiloration. This 
great condition of tho railway oomi)act 
had boon grossly violated by Canada. The 
Province had, subseeiufntly, .madp,^ com- 
promise with the Dominion by asaeriting 
to a certain relaxation when tho central 
Government had stuled that to strictly 
fulfil tho railway clauso would involve tho 
whole country in ruin. The Carnarvon 
terms however had been willingly accopt- 
od by the Dflminiou Government and Mr, 
Mackenzie had promised to do his utmost 
to carry thom out. But he rogroltod to 
say that tho conditions of tho award hud 
not been carried out — not tho tir^t effort 
had beeu made to carry out tho award 
which it was reasonably hoijed — boing a 
modification of tho first compact— would 
bo faithfully adhered to (oheors). Ho at- 
tributed this OB much to the existence of 
traitors in our midst, as to the disincliiia 
tion of Mr. Mackenzie. Lord Dufferin, 
he imagined, would cimio heie for the 
ex|u-ess purpose of tindiiig out what the 
(leople of tho Province want, (cheers) and 
it would be their duty to represent that 
nothing short of tho Carnarvon terrtis, 
carried out in their entirety, would satis 
fy the Pro^'ioce. He regretted to say that 
two of tho three local ministers did not 
desiro tho <:onstruetion of tho Island 
railway at any price (laughter) because if 
it were built tlio patronage coming from 
its construction w<mld be Federal and not 
in the hands of the Local GovernmoDt, 
whereas, if the 8760,000 bonus wore ac- 
cepted by the Local Government, thoy 
would have that sum for patrouago them- 
selves. Ho (Hitreated the peopio to pre- 
vent tho suicidal policy of these Local 
Ministers (laughter) and to state idaiuly 
to tho Earl of Dulferiu that the Province 
had detormiuod to secede unless tho Car- 
narvon terms bo carried out. (Hour, 
hear) . 

Mr. J. Douglas then moved that a corn- 
niittee be appointed to present tho ad- 
dress to tlie (tovernor-Geni.'ral. He re- 
gretted the Province had been driven to 
take a step pointing -to secessiou, but 
there seemed to be no alteruativo. 

Mr. A. J. Langley seconded the resolu- 
tion. Ho said the price of Confederation 
had boon tho railway, and as thi't had not 
been paid there could be no reason for 
continuing iu the Dominion. 

The resolution was put and carried and 
after a lengthy discussion on the (juostion 
of the proper persons to form the ciim- 
mittee, it was resolved that the committee 
consist of the following: — The movers 
nnd secoudera of tho resolutions, the rop- 
rosontatives of the city and district in the 
local house, tho members of the commit- 
tee appointed to draft tho addrosa, and 
Mo.'sra. Alex. AVilson, Wm. Wilson, S. 
Duck, J. Spratt. A. McLean, W. K. Bull, 
Eli Harrison, A. J. Langley, Thos. L. 
Stahlscliniidt, A, Bunster. 

After the usual vote of thanks the meet- 
ing, which was very large and unanimous, 
dispersed.

DOMINION MAIL. 

OrrAWA, July 28. —Recent dispatch- 
es from the North- woijt say that tlie 
American Sioux tribes have seut dop- 
utatioiis to the Canadian Sioux and 
Jilackfoot ludiana of tho North-west 
seeking an offensive and defensive al- 
liance against the whitb race gouerally 
and when that offer was rejected by 
tho loyal Indiana of tho North-west, a 
proposition was made to join the 
Southern, States. This also was re- 
jected by the Canadian Indians. 

Halifax, ,July 28, 1 a. m. — Arch- 
bishop Connolly never rallied from the 
attack which seized him so suddenly 
on Wednesday afternoon at throo 
o'clock. Ho remuiued uucouscious, 
though at times dolirious, all day yes- 
terday and last night, and exactly at 
midnight he died. All that medical 
skill could do was tried in vain. The 
community was terribly shocked on 
hearing of his sudden illness yester- 
day morning, and there will be uni- 
versol griel'thfoiighout tbe-Prorinoe 
when his death is pnblicly announced 
this morning. The'.iflirphbishop's dis- 
enso is said to have-'-j'bi&i&n oontractod 
last week while moving about his 
country seat under the sun with Lis 
head uncovered. Hia Grace came to 
this couutiy . about , tbirty-six years 
ago, with the late Bishop Walsh, and 
re.nnined here as Vicar-General for 
twelve years, when he was api^ointed 
Bishop of St. John. On the death of 
Archbishop Walsh, in 1858, he was 
appointed to this diocese, where be 
has lived highly respected and vener- 
ated not only by. his own peqf>le but 
by all classes of the community. The 
bells commenced to toll to-night im- 
mediately after his death. 

Boy. Geo. G'ranlfj 'i^t^Hyi^itaF' imnis- 
ter, publishes a letter on the death of the 
Archbishop, in whicfi ho saj-s: — "Ho de- 
served well -jf this city nnd this Dominion 
of ours. Ho was a man of peace, over 
seeking to build biidges rather than dig 
ditohes betweou men rf difrereut creeds. 
He was a great man, with an eye that dis- 
cerned any spark of greatness in others; 
with a noble soom of all that is base, and 
with resolute strivings after great things. 
Ho was a good man, beloved by tho poor, 
by all he over employed, and by all who 
really knew him. 

Quebec, July 28. —The French papers 
report ,a number of miraculous cures said 
te hav(9 taken- place "on St. Anne's d^. In 
one instance a woman so badly a£^oted 
with rheumatism as to have completely 
lost the use of her legs, and to bo obliged 
to use crutchea, after attending divine 
service returned home perfectly cured, 
leaving tho cmtohes behind her. Another 
extraordinary cure manifested itself iu 
the case of a young girl, crippled for 
seven years.pnst, who left the church com- 
pletely sound and able to walk. 

— Tho remains 
of Archbishop Connolly were laid in state 
at tho globe house thia afternoon., and 
have been viewed by an immonso number 
of people. Flags outhe public and private 
buildings arc at half mast, and other 
signs of mourning are exhibited. The 
funeral will take place from St. Mary's 
cathedral on Monday, and it is expected 
that nearly all the bishops and many of 
tho priests iu tho Maritime Provinces 
will bo present.
